GENEVA — After marathon talks with 
President Clinton, Syrian President Hafez 
Assad on Sunday offered Israel “normal, 
peaceful relations’* in exchange for land, 
and called on leaders of the Jewish state to 
respond to the challenge.

“Critical issues remain to be resolved, 
especially the question of relating with- 
drawal to peace and security,” Clinton 
cautioned. He spoke at a joint news con- 
ference after-meeting with the Syrian pres- 
ident during the fin^ stop of an eventftii,

Israel wants Syria to agree to an ex- 
change of embassies, free trade and open 
bordm. It has hinted it would give up the 
land in won in the 1967 war, ending cross- 
border attain, in return. 


“Syria seeks a just and comprehensive 
pace with Israel as a strategic choice that 
secures Arab rights, ends the Israeli occu- 
pation and en&blbs our peoples in tfae re-- 
gion tojiive in peace, security and digni- 
ty,” Assad said, speaking in Arabic. 

At the news conference, Assad declined 
to say whether Israel's demands would be 
met. He said that hinged on the negotia- 
tions and declined to be mote specific. 

But a senior U.S. official, who briefed 
reporters under rules that shielded his 
identity, utd, *1o expect him to go beyond, 
that would be unrealistic.” The official 
said Assad’s offer, and hts suggestion that 
peace was Tn'Syria*s"o'wh interest, wCre 
unprecedented and could spur the negotia- 
-tions. . 

In Jemsalem, Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin withheld comment until Dennis 
Ross,-Clinton's special coordinator for the 
Middle East peace talks, oirived to provide 
details of the meeting between the presi- 
dent and Assad.

ties at about 65 Ku Klux Klansmen 
who rallied Sunday in Illinois to 
- protest a-hoiiday in honor of the 
Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. 

In Denver, more than 100 police 
officers protected a similar rally of 
about 19 right-wingers. 


The federal holiday honoring the 
slain civil rights leader is today. 

In Springfield, 111., about 65, Klan 
members stood in heavy snow nod 
sub-zero temperatures on the Capitol 
steps. They held U.S. and Confeder- 
ate flags and shields bearing the in- 
signia of the KKK, and chanted 
“while power" and “while unity’’ 
while making Nazi salutes.'' 

About- 300 counterprotes.ters 


hurled rocks, batteries and abuse, 
but no one was hurt. Minor scuffles 
occurred on the streets, *and 10 peo- 
ple were arrested for offenses rang- 
ing from disorderly conduct 10 ag- 
gravated assault and battery. 

Kelly Glenn, a Klan coordinator 
from St. Louis, said King was a 
great man and a great leader for 
“certain people,” but the races 
should not mix. 


If anything, Jackson's meeting 
yielded lots of mixed messages 
from the participants, who included 
elected and civic leaders and 
celebrities. 

Curbing black-on-black violence 
begink with black people — no, 
with government — no, with both 
black people and government. The 
solution is a return to traditional 
values — no, figming President 
Qinioo’s crime bill — no, fighting 
government neglect with moral au- 
thority. ■

Attention from Jackson could 
help raise money to continue this 


work, Fontian said. He was asked 
to join Jackson’s national thrus ti 
and said he thought it shoiildlw the 
other way around. 

“Our leadership left us years ago. 
Once they reached the ivory tower, 
they left us on the ground,” Fontian 
said. 'Ilie people he represents “feel 
disrespected. (Jackson) knows he’s 
got a lot of confidence to rebuild 
with us.” 

■ George Curry, editor-in-chief of 
Emerge, a news magazine focusing 
on black issues, said there is hi^ 
hope among blacks that Jackson’s 
crusade will be successful. « 

There also is high concern that it 
won’t go far enough in addressing - 
.root causes of violence, such as un- 
employment and a, general lack of 
opportunity. 

"The "reality sets m:' How many “ 
times have I seen this before?’’ 
Curr y said. “ After you have these 
’conferences, there generally is very • 
little follow-up. And. you ask the 
question, ‘Are they talUng to each 
other or the people on the street 
who really need to hear them?’” 

“With fear of violent crime sud- 
denly soaring os a concern in opin- 
ion polls, many who disagree with 
Jacl^n on other issues are pulling 
for him to succeed on this one,’’ 
wrote columnist Clarence Page.

AIDS-awareness TV ads 
promote condoms tastefully

The federal government's new anti- 
AIDS television ads are a step forward 
from the feeble efforts of years past. 

For the first time, the public service 
ads openly promote condoms, to reduce 
the spread of the killer epidemic. The 
ads arc respectful of popular taste; No 
condom is shown outside its package, 
and no couple is idcntifiablyigay. But 
the message is clear that the use of latex 
condoms saves lives. 

That message was inexcusably fuzzed 
in government-sponsored ads aired two 
years ago. which said that anybody con 
get AIDS, even small-town, applc-pic 
Americans. That was dishonest. At.a. 
time when blood is screened and even 
your dentist wears rubber gloves, a huge 
"section of the population is at virtually 
zero risk of getting AIDS. The most cru- 
cial'fact about AIDS is that if you fol- 
low a few simple rules, you’ will almost 
certainly not get it. 


The task of the public health profes- 
sion is to inform the public what those 
rules arc. That the task treads on social 
taboos means that it should be done with 
care - but it must be done. 

Conservatives argue that needle ex- 
changes legitimize illegal drugs and that 
the promotion of condoms tacitly ac- 
cepts promiscuity. ABC-TV has added 
this lag line on two of the condom com- 
mercials: "Abstinence is safest, but if 
you do have sex, latex condoms can pro- 
tect you.” 

Fair enough; abstinence is safest. Par- 
ents, churches and others shoul d con tin- 
“ue“lo“work”for'what they' see as right 
moral conduct. But the public health 
profession has got to fight a fatal dis- 
ease. and its principal method is public 
education. It needs to speak clearly and 
openly, and be widely heard.

Exercise safely in cold weather 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Exercisers needn't fear being out in 
the cold — they ore their own 
portable healers. But they have to 
know how to keep the fires burning. 

' Vigorous exercise can transform 
the chill a jogger feds as he starts his 
workout into a comfortable glow 
within minutes. But staying out in the 
— cold — and-tho-wind,-which-mako8- 
' the cold worse — takes special tech- 
niques, such as providing the right 
' amount of insulation. 

That’s where layered clothing 
comes in. 

As exercise raises your tempera- 
ture, you unzip, unbutton or take off 
enou^ clothing to let the air absorb 
the excess heat ybqr body gives off. 
Afrer exercise, as you cool down, you 
zip, button and pul back on enough to 
stay comfortable. At least one layer 
should be wind-resistant. 

This doesn’t require a lot of 
clothes. The biggest problems are 
, wind and wetness, which take away 
heat lhat exercisers want to retain. If 
you can prevent this, you can get by 
fine with loose layers, which also 
keep your clothes from restricting 
your movements. 

People whose exercise is less than 
vigorous have slightly difTerent prob- 
lems, soid researcher Andrew J. 
Young. Walkers, for instance,” don’t 
get the b ody temp erature p eaks that _ 
runners do, said the physiologist at 
the U.S. Army Institute of 
Environmental Medicine in Natick, 
Mass. Lighter exercisers will need to ' 
wear more, he said. 

Mtyor muscle groups doing vigor- 
ous exercise need less nrotection 
because they are being drenched in 
hot blood. So is the skin, where the 
blood sheds heat to allow the body to 
-cooldown - 

But extremities such os earlobes or 
fingers are another matter, in biting 
cold or wind,, frostbite can oceur if 
those areas "are not covered. 
Wlochnoof mittens can protect hands, 
and earmuffs or a stocking cap can 
jOTtccflbc'ears. 

Muscles take some extra warming 
up in the cold, said Ira Jacobs, hud 


of environmental physiology for the 
Canadian military's Defense and 
Civil Institute of Environmental 
Medicine in Toronto. 

Otherwise, the muscles may be 
somewhat tight at the start and more 
likely to gel hurt while going through 
the range of an exercise motion, 
Jacobs said. 

— Exercisers can -a void- injury-by- 
starting workouts at a slower pace, 
Jacobs saidj_For a lunner. five min- 
utes of slow jogging should be suffi- 
cient to transfer heat to the muscles 
and get them limber, he said, 

Exercisers also may dry out in the 


cold. Thirst is not only a hot-weather- 
problem, Young said, 

“Wc believe most of our soldiers 
who gel sent to cold climates lend to 
be a bit dehydrated," Young said. 
Cold seems to blunt* the sensation of 
thirst, he said. 

What’s more; people who arc not 
exercising enough to build their body 
-heat-may find-thc-cold-has-a-special— 
ability to sap fluid from their b^ies, 
Jacobs said. B lood vessels tight en t o 
conserve the heat, forcing liquid to 
leave the vessels, which means it's 
filtered more rapidly by the kidneys, 
creating more urine, he said.
